Nineteen T r o o p e r s 
Make Two Arrests 
After Eleven Simul­ 
taneous Raids. 


JUSTICE ISSUES 
SEARCH WRITS 


After simultaneous raids on eleven 
homes and business places in VU 
Holly Springs ana vicinity, T hurs­ 
day afternoon, yielded only a small 
quantity of alleged home brew Cor­ 
poral E. J. Stroman, of the local 
sub-station of state police in charge 
of the detail of eighteen trooper# 
participating, expressed the opinion 
that a "tip off of the raid had been I 
given. 
Two arrests were made, a

At nine of the eleven places, no 
liquor was found and 
no arrests 
were made 
The men arrested in the raids are 
Robert Fisher and Ray Smith, who

Furnish SSM Hail 
Fisher and Smith were taken be­ 
fore Justice of the Fence M Luther 
Gulden Bolling Springs, after the 
raid, and arraigned on charges of 
the illegal possession of intoxicating 
liquor.

In a recent newspaper article, said

made that Mexico’s economic and 
cultural life is much more closely 
allied with that of the United States 
than thut of any other counjrty. The 
cultural relations, while of com para­ 
tively recent date, are increasing 
w ith what at one time would have ' 
been considered incredible strides. 1 
Mexico has awakened to the value 
of close ties with its neighbor and 
great care is being taken to avoid 
obstacles m the work of rapproche­ 
ment. That movement had its start 
only a few' years ago but already ap­ 
p e a r to be ripening into full bloom.
